2d.  Th?  ancient  daffies  convey  to  us  models 
of  the  mod  refined  eloquence,  and  examples 
of  the  moll  confummate  human  virtue. 
The  fcidfce  of  rhetoric,  which  is  the  foun- 
dation of  agrceful  and  manly  elocution,  fhould 
be  an  object  of  cultivation  in  free  countries. 
It  was  the  fource  of  the  mod  heroic  enter- 
prizes  in  defence  of  liberty,  during  the  prof- 
perous  ages  of  the  Athenian  and  Lacedemo- 
nian republic?.  It  was  this  taknt  which 
fulpended  the  expiring  liberty  of  the  Roman 
commonwealth,  for  many  ages,  and  perfucd 
the  malign;. nt  patricide  to  the  gloomy  re- 
treats of  treafen  and  conspiracy.  In  con- 
junction with  public  opinion,  it  tore  down 
the  fabric  of  French  defpotifm,  penetrated 
the  melancholy  receffes  of  fiavery  and  foli- 
tude  and  let  the  captive  free.  When  Mira- 
beau  arofe,  venality  and  defpotifm  Ihruiik  froij 
the  majefty  of  talents  and  the  rights  of  na- 
ture. In  him  was  revived  the  recollection  of 
Demofthencs,  thundering  in  the  fenate  of 
Athens,  to  avert  the  impending  ruin  of  the 
ilberties  of  his  country.  The  Athenian  ful- 
pended the  downfal,  and  the  French  orator 
confirmed  the  freedom  of  the  ftatr. 
•  In  a  republic,  where  freedom  ot  debate  is 
H  conftitulional  priviledge,  the  talent*  of 
"eloquence  is  of  the  fird  importance.  Faftion 
•which  is  too  often  unhappily,  the  c  fie  ft  of 
I  that  perfeft  independence  of  each  other  which 
free  governments  guarantee  to  the  citizens, 
is  filenced  and  confuted  by  the  power  of  elo- 
quence. Tyranny,  which  like  the  oak  of 
Morven,  fprcads  its  branches  to  the  clouds,  is 
blafled  in  an  inftant,  by  the  lightning  cf  that 
intrepid  eloquence,  which  flows  from  the  vir- 
tuous advocate  of  truth  and  jullice.  At  the 
bar  and  in  the  fenate,  its  powers  are  equally 
felt  and  acknowledged  ;  and  in  the  pulpit  it 
might  became  the  vehicle  of  moral  inftme- 
tion,  the  inftrumcnt  of  reformation,  and  the 
fource  of  intellectual  light  and  liberty.  4 
An  accurate  knowledge  of  rhetoric,  how- 
ever, is  productive  of  more  iiivcrfified  advan- 
tages than  thofe  I  have  mentioned.  In  a  free 
republic,  where  the  freedom  of  the  prefs  is 
deemed  a  facred  political  right,  the  talent  of 
comnofition,  or  an  eafy  mode  of  communica- 
ting our  thoughts  to  the  public  on  paper,  is  of  the 
moft  fingular  advantage. — The  mofl  ValttabUj 
impreflions  depend  upon  the  ftyle  and  manner 
of'writing.  Energy  united  with  elegance, 
•which  convey  at  the  fame  time  conviction  to 
the  ur.dcrltanding  and  ainufement  to  the  tafte, 
are  generally  productive  of  the  beft  effects. 
Compositions  of  this  nature,  on  fubjefts  of 
real  utility,  are  therefore  highly  advantageous, 
in  bringing  to  the  public  eye,  the  confp'ii  acies 
of  treal'on,  the  difcoveries  of  the  mind,  or 
the  offerings  of  fancy  and  amufemcnt. 

If  the  ancient  dailies  convey  to  us  the 
moft genuine  mod-Is  of  thefe  accomplifliments. 
they  fhould  .  be  preferred  in  the  archieves  of 
modern  literature.  In  the  Greek  and  Roman 
poets  and  orators,  there  are  examples  of  the 
true  fublime,  which  we  can  only  fsd  by  con- 
verting with  the  bard  and  the  orator  in  their 
^«wn  language.  It,  moreover,  requires  an  in  tel. 
*  Ieftual  trafnion  from  the  barren  heath  cf  En- 
glifli  tranllation  to  the  banks  of  the  Helicon  c< 
vale  of  Tempe,  where  flowers  fpring  and  na- 
ture fitsclothed  in  her  rudt-il  habilements  to  en- 
joy the  p'.ftur.-fquc  fecne.  The  mind  mud  pe- 
netrate the  o'ofcurity  of  twenty  centuries,  to 
vilit  the  forums  cf  Rome  and  of  Athens,  to 
catch  the  facred  flame  which  breathed  from  the 
lipsof  the  mofl  aScooipHtned  orators  and  datef- 
men.  The  fcholar  muft  fuTvey  the  writings  of 
Longinus,  Herodotus  and  Xenophon,  of  1. ivy. 
Cicero  5c  Cornelius  Tecitusi  n  the  language  of 
Greece  and  Home,  to  admire  thofe  genuine 
modeh  of  proiaic  ftyle,  and  improve  his  own. 
The  fame  incidents  o!'  national  profperity  and 
misfortune,  of  local  Situation,  of  time  and 
chance,  which  apprar  to  have  ruled  the  defti- 
ny  of  the  venerable  ancients  of  Greece  and 
Rome,  have  never  yet  occurred  in  the  annals 
of  modern  nations.  There  was  every  thlfg 
combined,  between  the  extremes  of  national 
profperity  and  national  mifery,  to  efcito  the 
intellectual  faculties  to  the  moft  elevated  fum- 
mit  of  haprorenlent.  The  f..mc  caufrs  have 
not  occurred  to  producerthe  lame  effects  in  the 
modern  world.  It  is  the  deiign  of  education 
to  increafe  the  knowledge  we  have  already 
acquired,  and  to  embcllilh  human  nature,  by 
infpiring  the  mind  with  the  love  of  wifdom 
and  of  virtue.  If  there  is  any  thing  to  be 
obtained  from  a  ptrufal  of  the  works  of  an- 
cient genius,  without  which  we  are  not  likely 
to  polTefs  it,  lc:  not  the  avenues  of  intelfv 
gence  be  (topped  up  by  ignorance  and  pride, 
or  polluted  by  folly  and  weaknefs.  Let  them 
be  the  vehicles  of  knowledge  to  the  human 
mini  ;  becaufe  on  this  foundation  man  builds 
the  K"pe  of  his  felicity.  Let  not  the 
pride  of  modern  ages,  conceive  that  it  has 
attained  the  fummit  of  Unman  wifdom,  and 
like  the  ferocious  Omar,  who  burnt  up  the  li- 
brary of  Alexandria,  confign  to  the  flames 
the  monuments  of  our  venerable  anceftor*. 
The  wretch  who  lighted  the  torch,  fuppof-d 
that  all  human  wifdom  was  contained  in  the 
Koran,  and  therefore  con  Signed  this  invaluable 
,  legacy  of  ancient  genius,  to  deftruftmn. 
This  is  an  inftance  of  that  illiberal  national 


pride  which  caufes  every  nation  under  the  Sun 
to  defpife  whatever  does  not  belong'  to  it. 
Let  not  the  example.be  imitated  by  the  Ame- 
ricans, whofe  true  wifdom  confids  in  a  becom- 
ing moderation  of  th^pafiions  indifcardir.gcve- 
ry  illiberal  prejudice,  and  in  doubting  their 
own  infallibility  fo  far  as  to  extern!  the  tri- 
bute of  reipeet  to  the  meritorious  actions  of 
every  age  and  nation. 

Sd./fhe  ancient  Latin  daffies  contain  the 
radices  of  the  moft  celebrated  and  ufeful 
modern  languages. 

It  has  been  hinted  that  the  Rudy  of  the 
dead  language*  (hould  yield  to  the  ftudy  of 
the  German,  French  andSpanilh;  I  am  doubt- 
lefs  of  1  pinion,  that  the  latter  fhould  form  a 
part  of  the  American  academical  education. 
But  if  the  Latin  conftitutrs  the  root  of  thofe 
languages,  it  is  necelTary  that  Latin  fliouid  be 
ftudied,  as  introductory  to  the  ftudy  cf  the 
Spanifh,  French  and  German.  Every  perfon 
converfatjt  with  the  Roman  hiftory  mult  know, 
that  mofl  of  the  Southern  nations,  and  even  a 
confiderablc  part  of  modern  Germany,  was 
formerly  tributary  to  the  imperial  (bvereigns 
of  Rome.  The  Latin  language,  was  the  lan- 
guage of  Home,  and  was  of  courfe  much  made 
life  of  in  the  dillant  colonies  of  the  empire. 
Indeed,  there  was  an  imperial  edict,  that  this 
language  fhculd  be  the  only  one  made  ufe  of 
by  the  colonic?.  All  *rtrks  of  genius  and  of 
learning,  records  of  public,  tranl'actions,  which 
related  to  finance,  commerce  and  negotiation, 
were  preferved  in  the  language  of  the  imperi- 
al city.  Hence,  the  univerlal  prevail  nee  1  f 
the  Latin,  in  Franc,  Spain,  Germany,  Br- 
tairf,  and  Italy  ;  which  was  made  ufe  of  in  a 
greater  or  lefiVr  <:<•;. rec  by  tl.e  colonies,  'till 
the  imperial  yoke,  W;;s  entirely  lliaken  ofi",  by 
thejdellruftirr.  of  the  Weftern  empire.  When 
the  Goths  and  Vandals,  however,  vifitedthcfc 
countries,  they  introduced  their  own  barbarous 
dialect,  and  in  procefs  of  time,  ingrafted  it 
upon  the  original  Latin.  The  French,  Spa- 
taiffa  and  Germans,  who  arc  the  defendants  of 
the  northern  conquerors,  nfcmed  n  language 
which  diflVred  from  each'other,as  riicumfi':i- 
ces  operated.  The  original  Latin,  however, 
!Btas  preferved  as  the  radix,  ?nd  made  the  ft?.n- 
dardofeacl-..  IntheSpani&and  Italia  nprovin- 
ces  which  laid  contiguous  to  Rome,  a  greater 
timdarity  between  the  imperial,  and  the  lan- 
-u.'.geof  .hefe  countries,  was  preferved.  That 
iimiarity  cxi-.h  to  the  prefent  day.  It  is  ob- 
ferved  in  the  firufture  and  termination  cf 
words,  more  than  in  any  other  refpeft.  France 
and  Germany  which  laid  rtcre  remote,  en- 
grafted on  the  original  Latin,  a  greater  degree 
of  Gothecifm,  in  their  language.  Hence, 
the  ftructure  ?nd  termination  of  their  words, 
arc  very  different  from  the  original  Latin. 
But  Hill  the  Latin  part  of  the  composition,  in 
molt  of  their  words,  evince  it  to  he  the  origi- 
nal ftock  upon  which  the  Scandinavian  jargons 
have  only  been  engrafted. 

We  are  connected  with  both  the  French  and 
Sprnifii  by  political  and  commercial  relations, 
and  with  the  Germans  and  Hollander;,  bv 
cor.-.rncrci:  1  and  civil  relations.  A  knowledge 
of  their  language,  would  not  only  facilitate 
commerrc,  hut  infpire  a  greater  degree  of 
confidence  towards  our  citizens  and  our  nati- 
onal view-.  All  htmorableiadvafttBts,  there- 
fore, fhould  be  fought  ufter  ;  and  I  know  of 
no  other  means  of  procuring  them  fo  Coon,  as 
by  teaching  our  citizens  to  cenverfe  in  a  lan- 
guage with  foreigners,  through  which  their 
mutual  f  -nfations,  views,  (  pinions  and'  confi- 
dcntiil  thoughts  may  he  conveyed.

:  The  committee  appointed  "  to  enquire  and 
report  whether  monies  drawn  from  the 
tl  ■afuryhave  been  faithfully  applied  to  the 
objects  fpr  which  they  were  appropriated, 
ami  whether  the  fjme  have  been  regularly 
{)  accounted  for ;  and  to  report  likewife  whe- 
ther any  further  arrangements  are  necefla- 
iv  to  promote  economy,  enforce  adherence 
to  legislative  reftriftions,  and  fecure  the  ac- 
countability cf  perfons  cntrulted  with  pub- 
lic money,"  fubmit  the  following 

REPORT : 
Ik  order  to  afcertain  gen.  rally  in  what  man- 
nrr,  •  nd  under  what  checks,  monies  were 
drawn  from  the  treafury  of  the  United  States, 
and  were  afterwards  expended  and  accounted 
for,  the  committee  applied  to  the  frcretary  of 
the  treafury,  dating  the  f.;vera!  objects  to 
which  they  intended  to  direct  their  enquiry; 
his  anfwers  un(|tr  date  of  the  fecond  of 
March,  and  the  ninth  of  April,  are  anneaed 
to  this  report ;  to  which,  as  well  as  to  the 
ftatemer.ts  of  the  accountants  of  the  war 
and  navy  depa*tmenu,  on  the  .fame  (object, 
they  beg  leave  to  refer. 

The  committee  deem  it  fuitcieiit  to  date 
here,  that  all  public  monies  are  drawn  from 
the  treafury  in  virtue  of  warrants  figned  by 
the  fecretary  of  the  treafury  and  counterfign- 
ed  by  the  comptroller,  and  are  psid  to  the  of- 
ficers or  agents  to  whom  the  fame  are  due,  or 
who  are  entruftpd  with  their  application  ; 
or  when  relating  to  th;  war  cr  navy  depart- 
ments, they  ar*  jplaced  in  the  har.;is  of  the 
treafurer  as  agent  for  thole  departments,  who 
difburfes  them  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  fe- 
cretary of  the  department,  and  counterfigned 
by  the  refpeftive  accountant. 

For  the  general  crnftruction  heretofore  ri- 
ven by  the  treafury  department  to  the  various 
appropriation  laws,  the  Committee  refer  to  the 
communication  made  to  them  by  the  fecret:- 
ry  of  the  freaf.try  on  the  2d  of  March,  and 
more  particularly  for  the  conftruction  given 
to  the  annual  appropriations  for  the  fupport 
of  the  navy  and  army  refpectively,  thay  refer 
to  a  report  made  by  the  late  fecretary  of  the 
treafury  on  the  day  cf  May,  one  thou- 

fand feven  hundred  and  ninety-fix,  to  the  com- 
mittee cf  ways  and  means.  From  ho  h  of 
the!'.-  it  appears  that  the  impropriations  for 
the  army  and  rr^^fc-efpeffivelv,  have  been 
conlidered  as  ronftiiuting  but  one  gener:;l  fund 
for  each  of  thefe  objects,  although  in  mcft  of 
1  he  laws  making  appropriations  a  variety  of 
heads  of  ttp  -nditure  were  dillinftly  fnecincd. 
If  the  general  conftruction  be  correct,  it  nia\' 
p-rhaps  be  faid  that  in  moft  inftance?  monies 
have  been  drawn  from  the  treafury  in  the  man- 
ner preferibed  by  lav/.  Some  irregularities 
are  dated  to  have  occurred,  where  monies 
have  beert  advanced  upon  the  Ample  ap^fTica- 
tion  of  the  fecretary  of  the  treafury  by  let- 
ter, without  the  formality  cf  a  warrant,  and 
fometim.es  even  without  a  previous  appropri- 
ation, hut  in  thefe  cafes  the  irregularity  has 
been  afterwards  covered  by  fubfequent  war- 
rants and  appropriations,  and  the  comitiittee 
do  not  difedver  that  it  has  been  productive  of 
any  injurious  cor.lenuences  to  the  United 
States.  The  iecretacy  of  the  treauiry,  in  his 
CUnfmnnicatiOn  of  tlie  fecond  of  March,  hav- 
ing exoretTed  a  doubt  whether  the  monies  ad- 
vanced on  account  of  the  removal  of  the  feat 
of  government  from  Philadelphia  to  Walhing- 
tonhad  been  authorifed  bj  any  previous  law, 


tl  e  committee  dir  ft.  d  their  attention  to  that 
object,  and  now  offer  the  refult. 

The  law  eftablifhilig  the  permanent  and 
tomporary  (eat  oi  government  (puffed  ,,,1  the 
lr.tl,  of  June,  in  the  year  feventeen  hundred 
and  ninety,)  provided,  «  that  all  offices  at- 
tached to  the  feat  of  governmeht  (hould  be 
removed  to  this  diftrift  on  the  firft  day  0f 
December,  in  the  year  one  thoufand  eight  bun. 
dred,  by  their  relpeftive  holders,"  and  decla 
red  that  the  necefiary  expence  of  f\,ch  removal 
(hould  he  defrayed  out  of  the  duties  on  im- 
propriation is  in- 


poft  and  tonnage.  This 
difinite  in  its  nature,  and  perhaps  Come  con- 
trarity  ot  opinion  may  exift  as  to  the  extent 
of  the  expence  it  was  intended  to  cover  ;  but 
the  committee  conceive  that  aftrift  adherence 
to  the  letter  ot  the  law,  would  confine  the  ap- 
propriation to  the  cxpences  actually  incurred 
m  removing  the  books,  papers,  records  and 
furniture  of  the  refpeftive  offices.  From  the 
document  (marked  G)  hereto  annexed,  it 
appears  that  the  fum  of  15,293  dollars  and 
twenty-thre.cents  were  paid  for  the  tranfpor- 
tat.on  of  the  books,  papers,  records  and  fur- 
niture of  the  feveral  offices,  and  the  furniture 
of  the  Prehdent;  and  the  fum  of  . 12,872 
dollars  and  thirty-fourcents  for  expences  in- 
curred by  the  offi.ers  and  clerks  for  the  re. 
moval  oi  thcmfelves  and  families-  In  gene' 
ral  the  vouchers  produced  in  fupport  of  thefe 
lait  mentioned  expences,  are  the  dated  ac- 
counts and  declarations  of  the  officers  and 
clerks,  to  whom  the  fame  were  allowed. 
1  ranftripts  of  the  accounts  of  the  officers  on. 
ly  are  anneaed,  thofe  of  the  clerks  being  too 
numerous  to  be  detailed;  From  thefe  ac- 
counts (which  are  marked  g  1 ,  to  g  1 2,  inclu- 
five)  it  will  be  feen  that  the  charges  confifl  of 
travelling  expences,  IofTes  on  the  fale  of  arti- 
ticlcs  thought  loo  inconvenient  to  remove, 
packing,  breakage  and  trar.fportation  of  fur* 
niture,  houfe  rent  in  Philadelphia,  and  extra 
expences  after  their  arrival  at  the  city  of 
Washington.  All  the  officers  aniLUerks  were 
at  that  time,  in  the  fervice  and  p^&the  go- 
vernment, and  received  the  full  aniJRof  their 
falaiics.exclufive  of  thefe  extraordinary  al- 
lowances, and  as  the  act  of  Jnn««j^90,  'pro- 
vided only  for  defraying  the  expences  incident 
to  the  removal  of  the  ..  fiices,  the  committee 
are  of  opinion  that  this  film  of  S2,872  dol- 
lars and  thirty*four  cents  was  drawn  from  the 
treafury  and  expended  without  any  legal  au« 
thority.

jeft  of  enquiry  of  more  difficulty  and  impor- 
tance. 

The  expences  in  relation  to  the  civil  lift, 
being  ciiejp  forfalaries,  are  not  otherwifc  lia* 
bis  to  abufe,  than  in  cafes  where  monies  ad- 
vanced to  agents  have  hot  been  applied  to  the 
objects  for  which  the  advance  was  made,  ar.J 
have  not  been  afterwards  regularly  accounted 
for.  Amongft  the  fubordinate  agents  to 
whom  monies  have  been  advanced  for  mifcel 
laneous  objects,  of  a  civil  nature,  fome  ap- 
pear to  be  delinquents,  and  fome  not  to  have 
rendered  their  accounts,  as  will  be  feen  by  a 
re  fere nc  a  to  i&t  document  marked  1),  here- 
with reported. 

The  monies  necelTary  to  defray  the  expen- 
ces incident  to  the  intercourse  with  foreign 
nations,  have,  till  lately,  been  paid  to  the  fe- 
cretary of  date,  who  ufed  to  difburfe  the 
fame.  The  accounts  of  MefTrs.  JtfTerfon, 
Marfhall  and  Madifon,  who  have,  at  various 
periods,  filled  that  appointment,  have  been 
fettled,  and  no  balance  is  due  thereon.  A 
fuit  not  yet  decided,  has  been  inftituted  a  ainft 
Mr.  Randolph,  formerly  fecretary  of  date, 
for  a  balance  unaccounted  for  by  him.  The 
accounts  of  Mr.  Pickering  arc  not  yet  finally 
fettled.  He  remains  charged  with  a  fum  of 
3, 3S.1  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  orroncoufly 
paid  by  him  for  the  freight  a  veffeliiippofe'd 
to  have  been  employed  by  the  cocful  at  Tri- 
poli, and  with  another  fum  cf  3,289  dollars 
and  50  cents,  being  the  balance  of  an  advance 
made  to  Samuel  Hoc'.gdon,  for  the  pn.-pofe  of 
being  remitted  to  Mr.  Humphreys,  at  Madrid, 
in  part  of  his  falary,  which  Mr.  Humphreys 
did  not  receive.  Both  thefe  funis  it  is  believed 
may,  and  will  be  recovered  from  the  perfons 
to  whom  they  were  refpectively  advanced. 
But  the  principle  reafon  which  appears  to  have 
prevented  an  ultimate  Settlement  with  him, 
arifes  from  the  circumdance  of  his  not  having 
applied  the  whole  of  the  money  drawn  by  him 
I  C  om  the  treafury,  to  the  fpetific  objefts  for 
1  Which  it  was  appropriated  by  law.  For  the  ex- 
tent and  refult  of  this  mifapplication,  the  com-, 
mittee  refer  to  the  ftatement  marked  C,  ac- 
companying the  communication  of  the  fecre- 
tary of  the  treafury  under  date  of  the  2d  of 
Marchi  From  this  ftatement  it  appears,  that 
Mr.  Pickering  drew  from  the  treafury  under 
the  appropriations  made  "for  defraying  the 
expences  incident  to  the  intercoufe.  with  fo- 
reign nations,  for  negotiating  treaties  with 
the  Barbary  powers^ and  for  the  contingent 
expences  of  government,"  the  fum  of  6.1,999 
dollars  and  57  cents  more  than  he  applied  to 
thofe  feveral  objefts,  which,  together  vith  the 
fumof  14,588  dollars  and  58  ccr.'.s  gained  by 
,  on  him  the  purchafe  of  bill?  „'{  e; ,  bang*  fof 
li  the  ufe  of  ttf^.'.vcruKi'-i*'.,  form  au  »gg'  e|  fUcdl 


TB,5S«  dollars  and  11  cent*.  The  fame 
ftatement  C,  will  Ihew  that  the  whole  of  this 
fum  was  expended  by  him  on  objects  of  a 
public  nature,  (as  far  as  the  committee  can 
afcertain  the  fact,)  but  this  expenditure  hav- 
ing been  made  from  appropriations  ddigned 
for  other  objects  by  law,  the  mifapplication 
of  the  money  lias  prevented  the  comptroller 
Of  the  treafury  from  fettling  his  accounts. 

Although  the  committee  will  not  fay  that 
there  arc  no  cafes  in  which  a  public  officer 
would  be  juftified  in  applying  monies  appro- 
priated to  one  object,  to  expenditures  on  auo- 
ther,  yet  they  are  of  opinion  that  in  every  de- 
lation the  neceffity  for  the  application  ought 
to  be  for  fome  obvious  benefit  to  the  United 
States,  and  in  every  fuch  cafe,  a  difclofure 
thereof  to  Congrefs  ought  to  be  made,  at  the 
♦text  fcllion  which  (hould  immediately  there- 
after enl'ue. 

The  monies  which  have  been  advanced  to 
the  feveral  fecretaries  of  date,  have  been  re- 
mitted by  them  principally  to  minifters,  con- 
fnls  and  other  agents  abroad,  whofe  accounts 
are  not  j'et  rendered,  (although  many  of  them 
arc  of  an  old  date)  and  the  committee  cannot 
fay  how,  or  in  what  manner,  the  money  has 
been  expended. 

.  The  advances  nectffary  for  defraying  tire 
expenfes  of  the  military  and  naVat  eftablilh- 
ments  were  formerly  made  in  part  to  indivi- 
duals who  have  accounted  directly  with  that 
department ;  but  fince  the  law  of  the  16th  of 
July  1798,  the  whole  of  the  monies  have 
been  paid  to  the  treafurer  as  agent  for  theft 
two  departments,  and  have  been  fubjeft  to 
the  drafts  of  the  refpeftive  fecretaries.  The 
letter  of  the  fecrctary  of  the  treafury,  under 
date  of  the  9th  of  April,  accompa- 
nied by  fundry  abftrafts,  (marked  from  A  1, 
to  A  9,  indufive)  together  with  the  ftate- 
mcnts  of  the  two  accountants  (marked  E,  e 
1,  e  2,  e  3,  and  F  reflectively)  herewith  re- 
ported, exhibit  the  amount  advanced,  fettled 
and  remaining  unaccounted  for,  in  each  de- 
partment. From  thefe  it  appears,  that  from 
the  1(1  day  of  January  1797,  to  the  end  of 
the  year  1301,  the  advances  made  by  the  trca- 
lury  on  account cf  the  war  department,  have 
amounted  (exclufively  of  a  fum  in  the  hands 
of  the  treafurer)  to  9,846,963  dollars  and 
twenty-nine  cents.

Thefe  Aims  differ  in  amount,  nominally, 
from  thofe  contained  in  the  ftatement  annex- 
ed to  the  letter  of  the  fecretary  of  the  treafu- 
ry, of  the  2d  of  March,  but  the  difference  is 
explained,  and  the  actual  amount  proved  to 
be  the  fame  in  the  letter,  and  ftatements  of 
the  9th  of  April. 

The  ftatements  of  the  accountants,  al- 
though they  exhibit  balances  apparently  un- 
accounted for,  to  a  large  amount,  will  like- 
wife  Ihew  that  accounts  have  been  rendered 
for  a  conliderable  portion,  which  are  in  a  train 
of  fettlement,  but  not  finally  clofed. 

The  late  hour  at  which  the  voluminous 
documents  accompanying  this  report  were 
received  by  the  committee,  (upon  the  9th  of 
April,)  and  the  labor  necclfary  to  inveftigate 
fuch  a  mafs  of  accounts,  and  of  advances  un- 
accounted for,  particularly  in  the  war  Sc  navy 
departments,  embracing  an  expenditure  of  20 
millions  of  dollars,  have  rendered  it  impoili- 
ble  for  the  committee,  conliftently  with  their 
attention  to  t'leir  other  duties,  to  form  an 
opinion  as  to  the  manner  in  which  this  fum 
ms  b-rcn  expended.  But  from  the  partial 
View  which  they  have  taken,  they  beg  leave 
to  prefent  fome  facts  and  principles  which 
they  believe  to  be  worthy  of  the  notice  of 
congrefs. 

There  are  two  previous  requisites  which  are 
neceffary  to  juftify  the  expenditure  of  public 
money,  Sc  without  which  no  legal  expenditure 
can  be  made  :  Firft,  that  the  expenditure  for 
the  object  to  which  it  is  applied,  (hould  be  au- 
thorifed by  law       .and  fecondly,  that  an  ap- 


propriation Ibould  have  been  made  to  cover 
that  authorifed  expencc.  In  the  war  and  na 
vy  departments,  this  rule  does  not  appear  t< 
have  been  driftlv  adhered  to  in  all  cafes  ;  but 
for  the  reafons  above  aliigncd,  the  committee 
have  been  unable  to  afcertain  how  far  it  has 
been  departed  from.  The  mod  prominent 
inftances  which  have  yet  preferred  themfelvcs, 
are  herewith  dated  : 

By  an  act  paffed  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
February,  in  the  year  1799,  an  authority 
oriveti  to  the  Prelident  of  the  United  States, 
to  canfe  to  be  built,  fix  (hips  of  war,  to  b 
armed  with,  and  to  carry  not  lei's  than  7  l  gun;: 
each,  and  to  build  or  purchafe  fix  (loops  of 
war  to  be  armed  with  18  guns  each.  In  part 
of  the  necelTary  expenditures  for  thefe  objects, 
a  fum  not  exceeding  one  pillion  of  dollars 
was  appropriated  by  the  fame  law.  And  by  an- 
other act  palled  on  thefame  day,  it  was  decla- 
clared  that  two  docks  fliould  be  erected  in 
fuitable  places,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Prt  fident  of  the  United  States,  for  the  conve- 
nience of  repairing  the  public  Ihips,  and  the 
fum  of  50,000  dollars  was  appropriated  for 
that  purpofe,  and  by  another  act  pafi'ed 
on  the  fame  day,  the  fum  of  200,000  dol- 
lars was  appropriated  to  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchafe  of  growing  or  other  timber,  or  of 
lands  on  which  timber  is  growing  fuitable 
for  the  navy,  and  to  caufe  the  proper  mea- 
fu res  to  he  taken  to  have  the  fame  preferved 
for  the  future  ufes  of  the  navy.  Under  this 
authority,  only,  the  then  fecretary  of  the  naiy 
expended  the  fum  of  135,846  dollars  and  92 
cents,  in  the  purchafe  of  fix  navy  yards,  at 
Portfmouth,  Charleftown,  (Mas. )  Ne\v-YcrL, 
Philadelphia,  Gofport,  (Virg.)  and  the  city 
of  Vv'alhington.  For  this  expenditure  the 
committee  conceive  that  no  authority  was 
given  by  hw,  nor  any  appropriation  made  ex- 
cept for  the  two  docks  abovementioned,  as  the 
fum  of  one  million  of  dollars  was  appropriated 
by  the  act  of  1799,  for  building'or  purcha- 
ling  the  (hips  only,  and  th*  fum  of  200,000 
dollars  for  the  purchafe  of  timber.  As  public 
(hips  of  war  had  been,  before,  built  under  a 
limilar  authority  for.  the  life  of  the  United 
States,  at  private  ya'r\ls,  and  as  Conerefs  did 
at  the  fame  time  that'  they  authorifed  the 
building  or  purchafing  the*fhips,  provide  for 
the  erection  of  ttvo  docks  onh,  the  committee 
areof  opinion,  th.n  fourof  thenaw  varus  were 
purchafed  without  authority,  and  the  money 
mifapplicd  which  was  paid  for  them.

The  Mcdufa  frigate,  capt.  Gore,  is  preparing 
at  Portfmcuth  to  take  out  his  lordfhip,  who 
will  proceed  to  his  Oeftination  with  all  polli- 
blc  difpatch.  Several  more  Ihips  of  the  line 
and  frigates,  have  been  ordered  to  be  fitted 
out  for  immediate  fervice  and  join  the  chan- 
nel  fleet. 

The  critical  ftate  of  the  negociation  ftill 
continues  to  occupy  the  attention  of  every 
one.  Nothing  further,  however  has  tranfpi- 
red  on  the  fubjeft.  No  doubt  is  entertained 
that  minifters  have  authorifed  marquis  Corn- 
wallis to  bring  the  matte i  to  a  fpeedy  ilTue, 
fo  that  peace  or  war  will  very  foon  be  announ- 
ced. In  the  mean  time  the  aftivity  of  pre- 
paration in  all  our  ports  is  unremitted. 
Although  matters  are  thus  ful'pended,  there 
fee-.ns  in  general  to  be  a  confulerable  confi- 
dence that  a  Definitive  Treaty  will  be  con- 
cluded. 

The  delay  of  the  Definitive  Treaty  excites 
a  conliderable  degree  of  alarm.    The  liberaliflB* 
ty  of  concellion  in  the  Preliminary  Treaty,/, 
teems  in  fome  mcafure  to  take  the  blame  from-^  1 
Our  minifters  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  though  in-  H 
ferior  arrangements  may  require  time,  both 
parties  are  engaged  to  their  refpeftive  coun- 
tries, not  to  embroil  them  again  in  war,  with- 
out fome  very  extraordinary  caufe. 

The  public  anxiety  principally  turns  on  the 
fuppofed  connexion  betwixt  the  negociation 
at  Amiens,  and  the  armaments  preparing  at 
our  ports  ;  but  the  latter  may  be  a  meafure 
of  precaution  totally  unconnected  with  any 
difputes  that  may  arife  among  the  plenipoten- 
tiaries and  may  be  fatisfaftorily  accounted  for 
from  the  French  expeditions  to  the  Weft- 
Indies  ;  yet  a  little  more  explanation,  on 
the  part  of  minifters,  would  be  very  defi.

NEW-YORK,  April  18. 
A  letter  from  Cape-Francois,— fays,  That 
Touiffaint  had  information  from  his  emilTa- 
ries  in  Europe,  that  manicles  were  preparing 
for  him  ;  aad  he  was  moreover  induced  to  re- 
finance by  his  old  enemy,  Rigaud,  being 
brought  out  as  an  affidant  in  the  fleet  ;  that 
Jerome  Buonaparte  has  gone  home  to  requed 
reinforcements,  but  it  is  poflible  the  blacks 
may  drive  Leclcrc  out  of  the  ifland  before 
they  arrive  :  that  the  French  by  licknefs  and 
Ikirmilbes  have  lod  8000  men  :  and  that 
there  remains  but  17000,  and  thefe  fo  thinly 
fcattered  as  to  afford  little  fecurity  ;  that  the 
main  body  frequently  leave  the  blacks  in  their 
rear  without  knowing  it,  who  have,  at  fuch 
times,  threatened  the  Cape,  and  killed  many 
perfons  within  a  few  miles  ;  that  Chridopher  ' 
lately,  in  this  way,  cut  off  200  foldiers  and 
took  their  artillery  ;  that  the  inhabitants  are 
continually  underarms  ;  that  the  French  are 
not  contented  with  plundering  but  abufe  the 
Americans  with  every  epithet  vulgarity  can 
fugged  ;  that  when  the  blacks  are  taken  and 
executed,  they  difcover  no  timidity,  but  tell 
their  executioners  it  will  be  their  turns  next ; 
that  Leclerc  is  lick  of  the  expedition  ;  that 
although  the  Americans  were  promifed  that 
the  duties  diould  be  deducted  out  of  their  bills 
on  France,  fome  have  been  fince  obliged  to 
pay  in  ca(h  ;  that  the  American  merchants 
were  prepann-r  to  leave  the  Cape  ;  that  a 
number  of  American  velTels  are  put  in  requi- 
fition  to  go  to  different  parts  of  the  illand, 
without  compenfation,  and  others  are  in  a 
fair  way  of  being  confifcated  without  any 
caufe  whatever ;  the  General  has  called  the 
Americans — Arabs  and  Traitors  !  !  Thaj 
Touiffaint  has  iiTued  a  Proclamation,  dating 
that  he  will  compel  the  French  to  abandon 
the  ifland  ;  declaring  them  out  of  the  law  ; 
and  proclaiming  his  defiance  of  any  force 
France  can  fend  againd  them  ;  and  that 
feven  men  of  war  were  then  entering  the 
harbor. 

The  writer  adds,  that  fome  alarm  had  ari- 
fen,  as  no  velTels  with  provifions  had  arrived 
for  fome  time  ;  that  bulinefs  is  altogether  at 
a  Hand,  for  government  monopolizes  every 
thing,  which  they  difpofe  of  to  the  inhabitant*, 
at  an  exorbitant  price.

The  cenfus,  which  iiad  been  delayed  by 
the  former  adminillration  for  party  purpofes 
without  elTeft,  was  laid  before  Congrefs  in  this 
fei'ion,  and  the  apportionment  is  fixed  at  the 
ratio  of  oJ,Ot)0  perfons,  and  to  take  effect  on 
and  after  the  4th  day  of  March  next.  The 
houfe  of  reprefentatives  will  then  conlift  of 
141  members,  with  the  addition  of  the  new 
Hate  formed  by  a  law^fc^^kJtffion,  of  the 
territory  Norh  Well  ol'N^fVloJ^-nut  of  this 
number  our  (late  will  have  to  elect  fix  mem- 
bers. 

The  judiciary  law  palfed  at  the  lad  ferH^u  of 
Congrefs  in  a  rrranner  which  I  a 
communications  with  iny  conlli 
time,  was,  as  a  matter  of  public  jullice,  re- 
pealed in  the  prefent  feflion,  and  betides  ren- 
dering the  courts  more  refpe&able,  laves  to 
the  public  the  handfome  film  above  noticed. 
The  repeal  of  this  law  was  refilled  with  all  the 
zeal  and  violence  of  party,  in  both  houfes  of 
Congrefs,  and  the  dale  artifices  of  alarm 
were  reforted  to  without  any  other  than  hjth- 
crous  eifecb..  Our  houfe  was  1 1 : 1  v u > r nqMj^M 
a  (.nil  w.tr,  and  the  fenate  with  a  totar^BB 
lution  of  fociety,  if  the  ac\  was  repealed — 
but  the  falfe  prophets  are  ne  Tther  confounded 
nor  alhanicd  ;  and  GODgrefs  have  fince  contri- 
ved to  j;o  on,  without  indeed  fo  much  clam- 
our, tho'  with  a  great  deal  of  trilling  alterca- 
tion, but  with  much  public,  advantage. 

Notwitbdanding,  the  Avhole  of  the  internal 
taxes,  excepting  the  ufeful,  eafy,  and  produc- 
tive eftablilhment  of  the  polf-offire,  have  been 
repealed.  The  excile,  fo  hoftile  to  freedom, 
and  fo  pernicious  and  vexatious  to  our  own 
(late,  ceafes  on  the  firft  of  July.  The  ftamp 
tax,  fo  grievous  in  its  operation  and  fo  repug- 
nant to  American  feelings,  alio  follows  to  a 
merited  oblivion,  at  the  fame  time. 

The  internal  taxes  altogether,  produced 
but  a  very  fmall  fum,  though  they  afforded 
ample  means  for  creating  party  dependants, 
-and  it  ought  not  to  pals  unnoticed  that  the 
prefent  government  has  voluntarily  deprived 
itfclf  of  that  fpecies  of  influence,  which  was 
attached  to  the  power  of  difinillion  at  pleafure 
over  above  1000  perfons,  including  clerks. 
The  internal  revenue  altogether  did  not  pro- 
duce more  than-  900,000  dollars  ;  of  which 
little  more  than  60 pwOO  ever  went  into  the 
treafury,  the  difljereWc  «f  courfe  remained  in 
the  hands  of  tha^ficfrs  taiployed  in  the  col- 
lection ;  fo  that  about  thret  hundred  thoufand 
dollars  was  paid  by  the  people  to  tax-gather- 
ers, and  we  cannot  forget  what  ule  was  made 
of  their  agency  under  the  former  adminiftra- 
tiou.  You  will  pjreeive  alfo  that  the  re- 
trenchments made  in  the  annual  expenditure 
as  above  Rated,  exceed  the  grofs  amount  of 
the  internal  taxes,  more  than  200,000  dollars; 
and  more  than  the  returns  into  the  treafury 
by  500,000  dollars. 

Hand  in  hand  with  th»fe  beneficial  regula- 
tion! and  reforms,  provifion  it  made  for  the 
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It  were  to  b' 
had  purfued  fuch  ap 
at  a  future  day  Congrefs  will 
ably  compelled  to  bring  forv 
of  this  nature  that  may  furp 
general. 

Much  noife  has  been  made  about  removals 
by  the  executive,  but  I  have  taken  every 
means  to  difcover  the  utmoft  extent  of  this, 
and  indeed  am  only  difappointed  and  regret 
that  fo  much  moderation  has  been  fliewn 
where  fo  little  is  merited.  I  never  confider- 
ed,  nor  would  any  liberal  man  confider  ap- 
pointments made  by  Mr.  Adams  after  thi 
12th  December  1800,  as  any  other  than 
ty  appointments  ;  they  have  been  very 
perly  caJJjgd  in  the  public  pagers  midnif  h 
pointments;  leaving  thefc  out  of  confiderati 
the  following  will  be  found  to  be  the  exsift  a- 
mount  of  removals  of  perfons  coinmiflioned  by 
theprcfidrnt  of  the  United  States;  fourdiftrici; 
attomies,  nine  marlhals,  two  perfons  rcftored 
to  office  who  had  been  difmifled  for  refufing 
to  fign  addrefl'es,  nine  removals  in  various 
branches  of  revenue  collection,  making  in  .If 
only  twenty-four — there  were  eight  difmif- 
fals  from  office  for  various  kinds  of  malversa- 
tion, delinquency,  extortion,  or  odious  con- 
duel. 

There  is  one  other  circumflance  which  I 
mu(l  notice  and  then  I  (hall  conclude  ;  a  mo- 
tion was  made  in  an  early  part  of  the  fe  flion 
to  enquire  into  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Pickering, 
formerly  fecretary  of  Hate.  His  friends  at 
firft  oppofed  it,  but  without  effect  ;  they  then 
carried  a  motion  for  making  the  enquiry  ge- 
neral, and  a  committee  was  accordingly  ap- 
pointed. Two  reports  from  that  committee 
have  been  laid  before  Congrefs,  by  which  it 
appears  that  enormous  abufes  have  been  prac- 
tifed  and  the  particulars  dated.  It  appears 
among  other  things  that  the  late  prefident  or- 
dered secret  service  money  to  be  didiibuted, 
and  one  fum  to  a  fenator  of  the  United  States 
from  l'cnuljtlvania.  The  documents  accom- 
panying tnl  lad  report  are  voluminous,  r.r.d 
will  take  fome  days  to  print  them  :  but  the 
general  refults  are  fuch  as  I  dtferibe  ;  and  I 
am  alTured  that  Dial-appropriations  and  defal- 
cations of  feveral  millions  of  dollars  will  be 
brought  to  light  by  this  invedigation. 

Tliefe  are  the  principal  features  of  ourpro- 
ceedings  in  this  feflion,  during  which  we  have 
paded  53  public  and  private  laws.
